President, “ From time to time to give to the 
Congress information of the state of the Union, 
and recommend to their consideration such mca- 
surs, ashe shall judge necessary and expedi- 
ent.” This duty Mr. Jefferson was not very 
much in the habit of performing. Or rather. 
like Mr. Erskine, he departed from the LETTER 
of his ™ instructions,” to execute what he else 
to deem their sprrzr. “Fhe gun-bout system, 
and the project of paying money to France, as 
he price of peace, under the pretence of pur- 
chasing Florida from Spain, were prominent in- 
stances of this policy. His conduct, im both 
those cases, will be reviewed at large, and with 
vrigina? illustrations, in future numbers, —¢ bet- 
Ler service to the interests of political truth, and 
of course to those of the “* Goop OLD UNITED 
stares,” canhardly be rendered. ‘The review 
will involve a complete defence of the “ repub- 
lean minority,” or democratic seceders from 
fvench policy, and will be tollowed by their ac- 
quittal of the charge, that their conduct resulted 
irom impure motives, and was the consequence 
of disappointment. 

The power to give information to Congress,

It was not 
contempleted that a weak, nerveless, but in- 
triguing President, or any other Presicent, with 
a small majority of chsequious parusans in uk 
Legislature, should shroud that vener:ole bad, 

in darkness, and force the minority to debate 
and act, week after week, and almost month ai- 
ter month. excluded from the hight of popula 
communication, and almost from the ligne of 
Heaven. The framers of the constitution, clear- 
ly, did not contemplate any such thing as the 
commumeation of secret “ information” from the 
President to congress, or they would have pro- 
vided tor the excercise of a power which they 
could deem no less important than thr: given to 
the two Houses of Congress to keep a secret 
journal. 

But the President, together with the Senate, 
is vested with the power of making Uexties. 
Treaties require secrecy. Yet the President 
has no power to oblige even the Ser to con- 
sider his consmunications as conlidential. That 
body musi exercise ‘ts owngudsment in sueh a 
case. And the mijority has no other rigal to 
close the mouths of the minority than what re- 
sults from the authority given by the consi tution 
to both Houses to * publish « journal, excepting 
such parts a8 may in their judgment ~equire secre- 
cv.?)

Are they te operate upon particular cases, 
not only m the present, but throug! every future 
age } Some of these, as Dr. Paank rn said to 
the House cf Lords, are deep questions. All of 
them are momentous. It would be absurd to 
contend that the right of imposing secrecy upon 
a member of Congress ceases to operate upon 
that meniber, when he ceases to be a member. 
In that cose, it would only be necessarv for a 
member to resign lis seat, to become entitled to 
the privilege of publishing the whole of the se- 
eret journals of the body to which he belonged. 
No. Let ressonable constructions be made in 
all dovbtful cases. So tee as the right to impese 
the inj netion ef seevecy is fairly warranted by 
the constitution, it musi be admitted that the 
duration ef the obligation resulting trom the ex- 
ercise of that right, must depend upon tne plea-

sure of the body by whom it is thus constitution- 
ally exercised. And it is certain that: each 
House of Congress docs povsess the ri 


keeping a s#ret jouraal of its proceedings. Tis 
power to conceal political documents, relative to 
the * common detence and general welfare,” 3s 
quite another thing. Documents, especially CX- 
ecutive ones, are not regularly a part ot the your- 
pal. When prinied for the use of the members, 
they are printed in distinct sheets, unconnected 
with the jouraal, and never considerc d asa part 
of it, not considered even as appencices to it. 
If the President communicates papers prores- 
sedly relating io the intended orignration: of a 
treaty, Which papers are not entered on the se- 
eret journal, what have they to do with the con- 
stitutional power of the House to keep a secret 
journat of its proceedings ? What natural con- 
nection have they with the secret journal rather 
than with the public one? How can they be con- 
sidered as * proceedings” of the House at all? 
How, indeed, can the House proceed to act con- 
stitutionally upon them ? Did the democrats ev- 
er pretend, even in the days of the famous Bri- 
lish Treaty, that the House ef Representatives 
could claiin a right of co-operating with the Pre- 
sident and Senate in the origination of a treaty, 
especially atreaty totaly unconnected with the 
legislative power to regulate commerce? Or, if 
the House could not claim the right, that the 
President could communicate it to thera ? 

From this view of the subject it appears easy 
to establish, most unanswerably and conclusive- 
ly, that the President possesses NO CONS cru. 
rIONAL POWER, ia anu case whatever, to im- 
pose any injunction of secrecy upon the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives.

The contrast—<nr the difference between a 
king and a president. —The foilowing brief state- 
ment of facts will explain the tithe of this article 
and its purpose. 

Lord Chatham, who commanded the late un- 
fortunate expedition against Walcheren, con- 
scious that his conduct was the subject of al 
most universal dissatisfaction, and the topic of 
daily censure, undertook to ren.ove the blame 
of the failure from himself, and fix it somewhere 
else. With this view he drew up a paper con- 
taining a narrative, suitable for his purpose, and 
owe day at levee handed it to the king himself 
for his majesty’s perusal. Ina few days after- 
wards, he was observed to request to take it 
back for correction, and ina short time after- 
wards, it was believed, he handed the king an- 
other paper on the same subject; not the first 
paper corrected, but a second, materially differ- 
ent from the first—Somehow the minority in 
the House became acquainted with these facts, 
and it was moved that the paper or papers 
should be produced. A paper was without dif- 
ficulty sent them by the king, which Bord Chat- 
ham on his examination declared to be the nar- 
rative delivered by him. Not being satisfied 
with his answers which were evasive as to 
whether this was the only paper delivered ; 
they thersasked him in a precise manner, wheth- 
cr he did not deliver a second and different pa- 
per? Which question he told them he musi de- 
cline to answer. On this,.anaddress was moved 
hy Mr. Whitebread before the house, reques- 
ting that his majesty would be pleased to lay a 
copy of all other papers presented by Lord Chat- 
ham onthe table. He said that Lord Chatham 
not having denied the fact, warranted the as- 
SuMmption that other papers had been presented, 
and it became the duty of the house to insist on 
thor production 

This motion was opposed by the mintstry.— 
Tie Secretary of State and the Chancellor ot the 
Exchequer asked how ministers were to get at 
the paper without searching his Muatestiv’s pri- 
vate escruitor ? ‘The paper s mreht for they s aid 
wes denied to have any existence in any of the 
departments of State. Under such circumstan- 
ccs they said it was impossible to comply with 
this motion, Was it to be contended that ifa 
private letter upon « public subject were addres- 
sed tothe sovereign, that letter was to be laid 
betore the House? But the leading members of 
the opposition, Mr. Ponsonby, Mr. ‘Tierney, Sir 
S Romiiv, Mr. Whitebread, &e. rose and bold- 
ly deciared that such language and such doc- 
ivine was not to be endured in that House. 
Was it (ihey demanded) fora moment to be 
permitted to a British Secretary of State to 
maintam as a legitimate objection before a Brit- 
ish House of Commons, that he did not know 
where to look for or how to get at a public pa- 
per? Was it to be supposed that his Majesty 
would refuse to communicate to bis servants 
whatever information he possessed on the sub- 
ject? This was a most abominable doctrine and 
was traducing the sovereign in erder to screen 
his ministers. It was net fora moment ever to 
be admitted that his Majesty had any private es- 
cruitor for papers, whether official or not which 
related to a subject deeply interesting to the 
public.

Universe! Empire —Between the middie and 
the end of the 16h century, Spain was beheld, 
by the rest ot Europe, with as much terror 
nnd consternation as France The 
Spanish monarch, Phiip Ml. who had a most

suit of insutiable thirst tor conquest and unlimited do- 
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minion, then oticd nof onfy Spain, fut also 
Portugal, the seventeen United Dutch Provinces, 
she Duchies of Burgundy and Milan, nesriy ai 
the West-India islands, and the two vast em 

nires of Mexico and Peru, extending more tha: 

‘ix thousand miles in length, and containin; 
immense mines of sitver. Also the Spanish 
soldiers and their military officers, were then 
ranked among the bravest and best in the 
world. The prodigious Spanish fleet, catted 
the Iavincible Armada, Was fitted out by tha 

monarch for the conquest of England, and ap 

peared in the English channel, in the year 1588 

having on board about twenty thousand land 
forces. There was besides a vast number of 
flat-bottomed vessels, prepared to transport in- 
to England an army of thirty-five thousand men, 
assembled in the Netherlands. ‘This fleet (che 
Armada) consisted of a hundred and thirty 
ships, most of which were vastly large: and 
when it was first discovered in the channel, it 
appeared in the form of a crescent or half- 
moon, stretching at the distance of seven miles, 
from the extremity of one division to that of 
the other. At that time it could hardly have 
been thought possible that Spain, so rich, so gi- 
gantic in power, so insatiable in ambition, would, 
in a little more than two centuries, be reduced 
to its present deplorable condition. 

In the fatrer part of the 17th century, Lewis 
Fourteenth, of France, strove hard, and avow- 
edly, for universal Enypive ; atc it seemed for 
a while as though all christendom would be 
forced to bend to his voke. He was like the 
devouring wolf pursuing the timia sheep. His 
conquests were rapid and extensive. Wherev- 
er he turned his arms, his enemies fell, or fled 
before him in dismay. Afte? destroying a mil- 
lion, perhaps of lives, and laying waste whole 
countries, this devouring wolf was driven back 
intohis own den. He was fain, like a supphant, 
to sue for peace ; and passed the remainder of 
his davs inthe gloom and chagrin of disappoint- 
ed ambition. 

Afterwards there was disclosed another ai: 
at universal empire ; a most formidable combina- 
tion of crowned heads, which struck with a pan- 
ic the nations of Europe. It was the farious 
Family Compact, established in the year 1762 ; 
when the several branches of the Bourbon fam- 
ily, namely, the kings of France and Spain, and 
the king of the two Sicilics, firmly leagued to- 
gether to support each other, both in defensive 
and offensive wars. The object of this league 
was to enlarge and perpetuate the power of the 
Bourbons, and to bring the surrounding mations 
at their feet —Sce tiie astonishing issue! In less 
than half a century from the time this family 
compact Was made, the Bourbons were strip- 
ped of all thetr power and dignities, some of 
them cut off by the hand of the executioner, 
and: the rest either imprisoned or exiled, and 
rendered the most wretched of mortals, 

There is now making another attempt at uni- 
versal empire, more vast and formidable than 
the foregoing ones : but peradventure it may be 
brought to confusion at last. If Bonaparte has 
greater power than any other mortal, vet there 
isa power above him—a power that perhaps 
may suddenly crush him at the moment of his 
highest exaltation. Hf he take never so mitch 
pains, and use never so much policy, to give 
deep and lasting root to his farvily and relations, 
if he divide amongst them twenty crowns and 
diadems, yet they may soon fall, like the family 
of the Bourbons, who vainly thought that the 
Family Coinpact had- rendered their power and 
glory perpetual. The Europeans are a brave 
and hardy race, and will not, like the Asiaties, 
endure the yoke of slavery for avery long time. 

Althongh it will he grating to some ears, we 
cannot help remarking that Divine Providence 
has made England from time to time, the great 
instrument of baitling and defeating the projects 
for universal empire. ‘The defext of the Span- 
ish Armada, by the Engtish in the reigu of 
Queen Elizabeth, gave a death-blow to the gi. 
gantic power of Spain. Though the English na- 
vy Was vastly inferior, both in number and size, 
it boldly attacked the Armada, captured several 
ships, burnt several others, and dispersed the 
rest; which meeting with a terrible storm, not 
one half of them returned to Spain, and a2 still 
less proportion of the soldiers and seamen. 
This terrible stroke to their naval power the 
Spaniards never recovered —-In the reign of 
Queen Anne, at the beginning of the 18th cen- 
turv, England, or Great-Britain, was the life and 
soul of the confederacy that humbled Lewis 
Fourteenth, and wrested from him the domin- 
ions he had conquered.—At the present day, and 
for a series of years past, the British navy is the 
impregnable mound between Bonap:.* - and uni- 
versal empire.

Dr. Mitehill, fom the select commit- 
tec, to whom was referred the rmemorial 
of the managers of the lottery for raising 
one hunared thousand dollars to erect a 
monuinent to the memory of the late 
General Washington, made the following 
report— 

lt appears that attempts were, some- 
time since, made to raise by subscription 
asum of moncy suficient to erect at Bal- 
timore, in Maryland, a monument to the 
memory of the Jate illustrieus George 

V ashington.—These efforts were unsuc- 
cessful.—But the public spirited gentle- 
men who engaged in the undertaking 
were not discouraged: They applied to 
the Legislature for a. lottery, enabling 
them to raise in that way the requisite 
sum.—This was immediately granted. 
They find, however some impediments 
to the sale of their tickets from the re- 
strictions imposed by law in several of 
the states. 

Among others, the populous and com- 
mercial state of New-York, has a statute 
in force agamst private lotteries, and a- 
gainst all lotteries other than such as 
shall be authorised by its legislature. 
Unauthorised lotterics are declared to be 
common and public nuisances. The 
judges of the Courts are reauired to cause 
erand juries to present them. Persons 
carrying them on wre liable to a penaity 
of five hundred pounds.
